Children are suscep- 
tible creatures, and circunl8t«noes, 
scenes and actions always impress 
them. As yon influence them, not 
by arbitrary rules, not by examples 
alone, but in the thousand other ways 
that speak through bright scones, 
soft utterances and pretty pictures, 
so they will grow. Teacli your 
children, then, to love the beautiful. 
Give thorn a corner in the garden 
for flowers, encourage them to put in 
shape tho hanging-baskets, allow 
them to have their favorite trees, lead 
them to wander in the prettiest wood- 
lots and show them when they can 
best view the sunset. Rouse them in 
the morning ; but with tho enthusias- 
tic " see tho beautiful sunrise," buy 
for them pretty pictures and encour- 
age them to describe their rooms, 
each in his or her childish way. The 
instinct is in them. Give them an 
incli and they will go a mile. Allow 
them the privilege and they will not 
only m.ike your homes beautiful, but 
will at tho same time educate them- 
selves to observe and rocoffuizo all 
that is beautiful in nature and art. 



HOW WE WALK. 

One of tbe oddest things about our 
walk is that we .ilternate motion, and 
that we are as automatic .as .an old 
eight-day clock stuck in the corner of 
the kitchen. 

You may imagine you walk .as you 
please; nothing of the sort. Nature 
settled the way reons ago, and neons 
after you are gone, people will " bowl 
round," in exactly the same way. 

Start and see. With tho movement* 
of the right leg you move the left arm, 
with that of the left leg the right arm. 
Now if the motion be even carelessly 
observed, it will be found that the right 
arm swings forward at the same time 
as the left leg, and when tbe right leg 
is advancing, it is the left .arm which 
accompanies it. This is tho natural 
gait, and to convince one's self that 
it is so, it is only requisite to got a 
friend to walk across the room in tho 
opposite fashion — i.e., to swing tho 
right arm forward when stepping out 
with the right leg, and then, in tho 
same manner, when bringing forward 
the left leg, to accompany it with the 
left arm. 

Such a gait is both unnatural and 
uncomfortable to the person who tries 
it. and also ludicrous to the observer 
who watches a first attempt of tho 
kind. Tho diagonal movement of the 
limbs, is, therefore, the natural method 
adopted by man when walking, and it 
is the first and most apparent fact 
one ascertains in studying human lo- 
comotion. 

Similarly the length of the stride is 
OS settled, by the length of the leg, as 
are tho laws of gr.avitation. Such and 
such a leg is predestined to step over 
in its normal advance, so much ground 
and no more. We may .all imagine we 
are free agents, physically, but many 
more things are " ordered "from the be- 
ginning" than the color of our hair or 
the shape of our nose.

as President of the National Deaf 
Mute Association, select certain in- 
dividuals to act as agents for the fund, 
in different localities. By an act of 
the Convention, fall power wan given 
to the National Executive (Committee, 
and the President has the power only 
to fill vacancies on the Committee. 
In the varions towns and cities of any 
State represented by a member of the 
National Executive Committee, said 
member has power to appoint snb- 
agent«, who shall be responsible to 
him. In States not represented on 
the Committee, the appointing power 
centers in the Chairman of the Gal- 
landet Centennial Commission. We 
understand the chairman is making 
every effort that proper attention to 
his private inttsrests will allow, to have 
every locality where a number of 
deaf-mutes reside, properly convassed. 
We regret to say that, from our per- 
sonal knowledge, he is not receiving 
the encouragement which the enthusi- 
asm of the Convention had led him to 
expect. There were over one hundred 
and fifty votes cast in favor of the re- 
Bolutions to erect a statue of Thomas 
Hopkins Gallaudet, on the centennial 
anniversary of that philanthropist's 
birth, yet how many of tlione who 
vote<l and made enthusiastic demon- 
strations have sent in a contribution 
to Treasurer Weeks, or to the member 
of the Centennial Commission repre- 
senting the KhtAts rn which they re- 
side ? We suggest that the names 
of all who have accepted the re- 
sponsibility of agents be sent to the 
JorawAT, for publication, and that they 
report the progress they have made in 
the matter. There seems to be a dis- 
position to blame Chairman Froehlich 
for the present state of things, but the 
truth Ts, lie has worked harder and 
done more to forward the project than 
any other man who serves on the Com- 
mission with him. No one man can 
bring about a successful result, unless 
he has the co operation of his fellows 
Let us hear from some of the ngentv 
and also from the members of the lat* 
convention, who seem to place so little 
value upon their votes and so high a 
vahi« upon their pockelbooks. What 
the Gallaudet Memorial project needs 
to make it a success, is not only good- 
will, but cash contributions.

He was 
possessed of a most violent temper, and in a 
i-.v<.i-« r,„«rr<,i over a trifle one day, he so 
wounded the giir.'"-.vCJHi«t>itteriiess of Ills Invec- 
tive that she fell ill. His cruel conduct stung 
him so that he became melancholy from re- 
morse and loft home. He then resolved to 
punish himself. Ha vowed to became a volun- 
tary exile for twenty years ; to earn his own 
living ; leave his fortune untouched ; keep hii 
relatives and friends IgMorant of his whcioabouts 
and go bareheaded and barefooted in all weather 
during the entire time, anil to listen to no one 
and to no human Ixiiiig during the teii last years 
of his exile. If he lived to c<iniplete his vow, he 
meant to return homo and use his fortune and 
the remainder of his days In making his betrothed 
liajipy, ]iroviding she wore alive and tinriarried. 

He had rigidly kept his vow ; " but," he cried, 
b<!fore he expired, " my time Is not quite up, 
and I must die Ijoforo it is. I have boon punished 
as I deserved. ' 

Investigation, so far as it has gone, has prov- 
en that the peddler's story is entirely true, and 
his family in Switzerland have been made nc-

.fudge Lawrence, Assistant Secretary, 
of the Treasury French ; Rev. Barna- 
bas M. Fay, Prof. Hilgard, of the Uni- 
ted States Coast Survey, Gen. Eaton, 
Gen. McKee Dunn, Prof. Theodore 
Gill, Mr. R. C. Fox, Hon. J. Ormond 
Wilson, Drs. Bibber and Thomas, of 
Baltimore ; Hon, J. M. S. Williams, 
of Boston ; Mr. Donisou and Profs. 
Fay, Porter, Chickering, Gordon, 
Hotchkias and Draper, of the College 
Faculty. 

The Rev. Dr. Elias D. Huntley, 
Pastor of the Metropolitan Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and Chaplain of 
the Senate, oi)ened the exercises with 
an eloquent invocation, which w.as in- 
tcupi'cted ill signs by the Rev. Dr. 
Thomas Gallaudet. After the prayer, 
President Gallaudet announced the 
names of the members of the graduat- 
ing class, Messrs. Warren Robinson, 
of Wisconsin ; Lewis Arthur Palmer, 
of Tennessee ; Brewster Randall AUa- 
bough, of T'ennsylvania ; and George 
William Veditz, of Marland. The 
Doctor slated that all four of these 
young men could speak, but that they 
could hardly do justice to their ora 
tions, if they were to delirer them oral- 
ly, since from want of i)ratico their 
voices were not strong enough to fill 
the hall, and that they woiihl there- 
fore lender their addresses in signs, 
while Prof. Ciiickering and Dr. Tho 
miis Gallaudet would read them aloud 
to the audience. He then introduced 
Mr. Robinson, who, mounting the ros 
irnm, delivered his essay on " Tlieory 
and Practice," which evinced mutsh 
thought and originality, and met with 
hearty ajiplauso at the close. Mr. 
Robinson was followed by Mr. Piil 
mer, who rendered his oration on the 
"Intlueiieo of Woman," in his usual 
quick and nervous manner. His effort 
was exceedingly well received, one pas- 
sage in i)arlicular describing the wiles 
and blandishments of woman as strong- 
er than .'ill tho craft and linesse of Sa- 
tan and his cr<^w combined, meeting 
with laughing applause. Mr. Alla- 
bough followed, his subject being the 
" I'yrainids of Egypt." His address 
wns rendered in graceful and collected 
style, and the apparent depth of re- 
search evinced by his i)aper ensured it 
the generous approbation of the audi- 
ence. An intermission of live minutes 
followed, and then the last speaker, 
Mr. Veditz, was'.introduced, who read 
a paper on "Tho Hohenstaiifen Era 
of German Literature." Mr. Veditz 
is well conversant with (}erman, and 
his paper dealing with a comparatively 
lillle known subject met with interest- 
ed iiiid appreciative attention. The 
orations of Messrs. Robinson and Ve- 
ditz were read aloud by Prof. Ohicker 
ing, and those of Messrs. Palmer and 
Allabough, liy Dr. Thoinns Gallaudet. 

At tho conclusion of the addresses. 
President Gallaudet presented the 
graduating class to Ihe assembled 
trustees as candidates for the degree 
of Biichelor of Arts. He remarked 
that the diplomas would not be con- 
ferred until June, there being yet one 
final examination to sustain, but add- 
ed that tho high standing of the 
young men, as students, left no doubt 
that they would be successful. In 
his address, the President further 
sphke with unstinted praise of the 
Kcliolnrly achievements of tho class, 
saying that it had won the most bril 
liant record over attained during the 
twenty years tho College had been in 
(existence, the class average being 
over 9.00 on a scale of 10, for tho on 
lire four years of the course. Hon- 
orable nieiilion was also made of Mr. 
Haas, a member of tho class, who ha<l 
been com])elled by sickness to sus- 
pend his studies but who, should the 
state of his health permit, intended to 
return in the fall to complete his 
course. 

In introducing Dr. Daniel C. Gil- 
man, President of the " University of 
America," Dr. Gallaudet alluded to the 
pleasant coincidence of one of the pro- 
spective baccalaureates being a Balti- 
moveaii, and also s])oke of th<' iiillii- 
enco Ihe groat university was wield- 
ing both direct and indirect ns an 
educational factor, and that this influ- 
ence* was even felt in tho Deaf-Mule 
College, a more emulative, and daring 
scholarly spirit being tho outcome. 

After a series of witty sallies, which 
completely won tho goodwill of the 
audience. Dr. Oilman i)lunged in 
nu'ilips rcK,- .'ind announced that his 
discourse was on three vital questions 
of the day — [.\w academic, tin- eduea- 
tioual. anil the industrial. Under the 
lirst head, he discussed the present agi- 
tation against the " College Fetisch," 
and took ilecided grounds in stipport 
of the classic training, urging the 
neiul of advanced study, and the 
cultivation of tho humanities along 
with the exact sciences. Referring to 
the oduc.'itional question, he s])oke of 
the ninrked s|)rea<l of ignorance in our 
great and growing country, and of the 
correspondingly great need of a na- 
tional system of public schools having 
government support to buck it. Ii\ 
alluding to the Blair Educational Bill, 
he remarked that he saw no reason 
why a measun! which would bo pro- 
ductive of so much «ooil should fail 
to be(M)me a law. Ho also spoke in 
terms of the warmest praise of the 
good work done by such men as Pea- 
body and Slater and by Corcoran and 
Pratt. In speaking of the industrial 
or labor j)robleni, Dr. Oilman gave it 
as his 7ipinion that this great (]uostion 
would be solved, together with that of 
education, and also dwelt on the im- 
portance of cultivating the taste and 
skill of the mechanic and laborer by 
the opening of libraries, nnisoums, art 
galleries, parks, etc. In closing, tho 
speaker commented on the good work 
achieve<l by the D(<af-Muto College, 
and in the education of tho deaf in 
general, saying: "Tbo work of ed- 



ucating the deaf and dumb, is one of 
the best in the world. When we read 
poems written by deaf-mutes as good 
as those written by persons with all 
their faculties, it speaks volumes for 
this glorious work." Dr. Oilman's 
discourse was .an able and brilliant 
one throughout, and was frequently 
applauded. It was interpreted in 
signs by Dr. E. A. Fay. 

Dr. Oilman w.as followed in an ex- 
tempore, but very forcible and in- 
teresting speech, by Principal Oillett, of 
the Illinois Institution, Dr. Q.allaudet 
interpreting tho same in signs In 
speaking of the charge of extrava 
gance made by some against the col- 
lege, he said that though tho cost of 
giving a deaf-mute a college training 
was eompariitively great, still each 
and every iota of the sums appropriat- 
ed for tho purpose was rightfully 
bestowtd— that if we could commend 
the course of England in ))aying five 
million pounds sterling to the bar- 
barian Theo'lore of Abyssinia in ran- 
som for four of her sons, or the action 
of the United States government in 
sending out scores of brave hearts 
and expending thousands of dollars 
for the rescue of a single American 
crew from the grasj) of Arctic snow 
and ice, we might still more commend 
the bestowal of liberal suras for such 
a noble "and enlightened purpose as 
the college avowedly had in view. 
The speaker moreover indignantly re- 
futed the idea entert.-iined by so nu.ny, 
that schools for the deaf are mere 
charities — they are part and parcel of 
the great public school system of the 
niition. 

Turning to the graduating class, 
Dr. Gillett addressed them with some 
("hoering words of counsel. Pointing 
to their motto, the ' More Beyond," 
which shone in gilt letters on the wall, 
he dwelt on the significance which the 
day had for them. They had come to 
il:e close of an honorable college 
career, but there was still a more be 
yund — the broad open arena of the 
worlil, and in its sterner struggle they 
wire soon to take an active part. 

Dwelling for a moment on what 

constitutes a hero, he closed with a 

quotation from Longfellow's Psalm of 

Life: 

" III Miu woi'IiI'h l>r<)a(l Held of battle, 
III tho Ijivouao of Life, 
Ho not like ilumb drivon oattlo ! 
U(i IV lioi'o ill tho Btrife ! " 

Dr. Gillett's truly eloqtient address 
made a deep impression, and was re 
ceived with great applause. At its 
close, the Rev. John Chester, D.D., of 
the Metropolitan Presbyterian Church, 
]ironounced a benediction which closed 
Ihe exercises. 

After the exercises in the chapel, an 
exhibition was given by the students 
in the gymnasium. 

President and Mrs. Gallaudet, as- 
sisted by their daughters, the Misses 
Grace and Kitty Ctallaudet, also gave 
a reception at their residence, which 
was largely attended. 

Taking^ all in all, Presentation Day 
of the cliisH '84 w.as a great and glori- 
ous event, rellocting honor not only on 
the class itself, but on the whole col- 
lege, professors and students alike. 
N(!ver was any class blessed with a 
more auspicious fete day, and those 
who ought to know, say it surpassed 
every previous Presentation in dignity 
and interest. May Old Kendall still 
see iQivny another such anniversary, 
and may it ever continue to thrive, a 
glory alike to our deaf, to our nation 
and to the great world in general.

Thanks to " Harry Fielding " for 
his remarks in the last Joitknai,. They 
throw consider.ablo light upon the con 
dilion of education, etc., in Japan, and 
made the matter of extending aid to 
tho Japanese more clear to ns. Look- 
ing upon this subject from all points 
of view, we have come to the con- 
clusion that the deaf of America can- 
not in justice to themselves extend aid 
to their far oft' brethren. In giving 
the ground of my objection, a regard 
for the truth compels me to speak 
plain words, and if any be offended 
thereat we shall be sorry, but cannot 
help it. The deaf need the money 
themselves ; one should be independent 
before they can give in charity, which 
the deaf are not. They do not pay 
for their own preaching. Our various 
State missions and religious societies 
here in New England are and always 
have been supported almost wholly by 
the contributions of the benevolent 
hearitig public, through soliciting 
agents, and these latter pocket a h.and- 
some commission out of the same. This 
has of late years been e^irried to such 
an extent that a long-suffering public 
has become heartily weary of it, and 
many are load to put the pertinent 
query whether it pays to educate the 
deaf in this country. Now, this is all 
wrong. Cannot something be done to 
lift us out of this quagmire of public 
obliqiiy, we feel sure that the inde- 
pendent and self-respecting deaf of 
New England will agree with ns, that 
a sweeping reform in this matter is 
desirable. In tmiou there is strength, 
and by joining forces a radical change 
for the better may l)e effected. Look 
at the Providence Society, which has 
already taken the initiatory step in this 
reform. The society lifts demonstrat- 
ed the past year that they cau get 
along without the aid of charity. 
Let other societies follow this noble ex- 
ample. We wish that the deaf would 
take this matter into personal con- 
sideration and feel it their christian 
duty to put aside a sum weekly for the 
cause of religion. It would greatly aid 
tho cause of religion and Christianity. 
By practicing a little self-denial and 
saving their pennies, the latter would 
soon foot up into dimes and dollars, 
and by degrees, as the good work wont, 
on, the deaf would be surprised to find 
how much they could help themselves. 
They would reali/.e that proud con 
sciousnoBS boni of true independence, 
and learn to more highly prize the 
privileges which they now enjoy in at 
tending divine services and secular lec- 
tures at their various society rooms.

bably a good figure of speech to apply 
to the prospect of having the needed 
improvements made this year, as au- 
thorized by the legislative .appropria- 
tion for a new laundry and verandahs. 
It appears from the meetings of the 
Trustees, both formal and informal, 
that the sum thus oppropriated is insuf- 
ticient, in fact falling very much short 
of the amount since estimated to be 
necessary for a substantial erection 
and completion. An addition of a 
thousand dollars in the item would 
have a difl'erent and happy bearing up- 
on the present state of affairs. As 
the law against creating deficiencies is 
very explicit, how the hitch is to be 
overcome is a problem which we are 
confident, however, tho Board will be 
able to solve so that the work of im- 
provements can be begun early this 
summer. 

Dr. D. N. Kinsman re-appeared up- 
on the stage last Friday evening, with 
# continuation of his lecture about "the 
body and how to take care of it.'' The 
discourse, as.effectively interpreted by 
our Superintendent, w.as a very interest- 
ing one, fresh in points as well as 
instructive in the matter of facts.

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Paor Fellow iind Bnd Fellow. 

The kinship of pity to love is shown 
among other ways in this, that it 
idealizes its object. Sympathy with 
one in suffering supresses for the time 
being remembrance of his transgres- 
sions. The feeling which vents itself 
in "poor fellow !' on seeing one in 
agony, excludes the thought of " had 
fellow," which might at another time 
arise. Naturally, then, if tiie wretch- 
ed arc unknown or but vaguely known, 
all the dements they may have arc 
ignored ; and thus it happens that 
when, as just now, the miseries of the 
poor are depicted, they arc thought of 
as the miseries of the deserving poor, 
instead of being thought of, as in 
large measure they should l)c, as the 
miseries of the uiidcHcrving poor. 
'I'ho^'c wlio.se haidsliip.s are set forth 
in j)aniplilot8 and nrfjclaimed in ser- 
mons and vijKsechcH which echo 
throughout society are assumed to be 
all worthy souls grievously wronged, 
and none of them are thought of as 
hearing the penalties of their own niis- 
deeds. On liailiii]^ a cab in a London 
Street, it is surprising how generally 
the door is officiously opened by one 
who expects to get some thing for his 
trouble. The surprise lessons after 
counting the many loungers about 
tavern doors, or after observing the 
quickness with which a street per- 
formance, or procession, draws from 
neighboring slums and stable yards 
groups of idlers. Seeing how nu- 
merous they are in every small area, it 
becomes manifest that tens of thou- 
sands of such swarm through London. 
"They have no work, "you say. Say 
rather that they either refuse work or 
quickly turn themselves out of it. 
'J'hey arc simply good-for-nothings, 
who in one way or other live on tlie 
good-for-something-vagrants and sots, 
criminals and those on the way to 
crime, yoiitho who are burdens on 
hard-worked parents, men who aji- 
nropriate the wages of their wives, 
fellows who share the gains of pro.i- 
titutes, and then, less visible and le.ss 
numerous, there is a corresponding 
claaa of women. Is it natural (hat 
happiness should be the lot of such ? or 
is It natural that they should bring 
nnhappincss on themselves and those 
connected with them ? Is it not 
manifest that there must exist in our 
midst an immense amount of misery 
which is a normal result of mis- 
conduct, and ought not to be dis- 
gf>ciated from it ? There is a notion, 
always more or less prevalent, and 
just now vociferously expressed, that 
all sfKiial suffering is removable, and 
that it is the duty of somebody or 
other to remove it. Both these beliefs 
are false. To sf'])arate pain from ill- 
doing is to fight against the constitu- 
tion of things, and will be followed 
by far more p.iin. Saving men from 
the natural penalties of dissolute liv- 
ing eventnally necessitates the inflic- 
tion of a-tificial penalities in solitary 
cells, on trciKl-wheels and by the lash, 
I suppose a dictum, on which the cur- 
rent creed and the creed of science 
are as one, may be considered to have 
as high an authority as call 1)0 found 
Well, the command " If any would

In a recent conversation with a 
Union soldier, a coire.spoiident heard 
a fresh story about the late I'rcsidenl. 
riincoln. As near a.s possible our 
frieiid tells it in the soldier's wordf. 
He sayr: 

" I had been in tho Fiiiley Hosfiital 
several months," naiil the siddier. 
"One day, ill May, 18(J3. I'losident 
Lincoln and Secreiaiy (Jiiase walked 
iiiio the ward wIh-i-c 1 was lyiu.ij. 
You don't know how much good it 
did to Hco them, one gets so lircul look- 
ing at the nurse and at all the long 
row of cots. It is hard to lie on a cot 
day after day, and heai' the boys 
moan, as their lif(^ clihs away. 

Some moniiiig you wake u|) and see 
ail empty cot near you, " No. is 
gone?" 

" Yc.^ ; he went at three this morn- 
ing, poor fellow ! but it's better for 
him," she answers, in a sympithizing 
voice. 

We boys, therefore, took solid com- 
fort in looking at Lincoln's face that 
afternoon, and in hearing him talk. 
Ho didn't say much to me that day, 
but it was good to hear liiiii say any- 
thing, his words were so gentle and 
kind.

"That I will," answered the I'lesi- 
dent, and calling for a pen, ink. and 
pajier, lie seated liiinself by the side of 
I he cot. It was a long letter he wrote, 
at leiwt three sheets of commercial 
note ; and when it was finished, the 
President rose, saying :

Now, is there anything 
else 1 can do for you ?" 

In 8ome way the boy had come to 
know that it was the President. .\nd 
so looking at liiin in the most ajipeal- 
ing sort of way, he asked :

Mr. Blaine will get for his book on 
his [lolitical experiences and recollec- 
tions $75,000 cash down, and a roy-

Rich- 
ardson sold over 100,000 copies of a 
f3 book giving an account of his 
twenty months' imprisonment in 
Southern prisons, netting him |(;}0,000 
in a few months, Mark Twain has 
made an ample fortune out of books 
which require very littlo labor, some 
little humor, and no long experience. 
John T. Raymond paid liim as a roy- 
alty a very largo sum in the aggregate 
for a play which he docs not claim to 
have written, Joaquin Miller made 
enough out of his plays and books to 
keep Wall street happy for quite a 
time. Tourgoe's novels have been so 
profitable that ho has been able to 
squander something like SLWiOOO in 
Ktarting a weekly magaj'.inc. Oh, no ; 
if Mr. Blaine gels no more out of his 
hook than $100,000 ho ought not te 
feel that he has boon underpaid. — 
Nev) York Graphic.
